There are two wildlife watering ponds 
on this area. MDC does not manage the aquatic resources on Gasconade Hills CA. 


Public Use Management Considerations

vehicular access point, access is restricted. 
2) Maintain access to area. 
3) Provide public access to outdoor recreational activities. 


Management Objective 1: Annually maintain area signs.

repair area signs.
